Ever kince God hath been the owner of a houſe, though 
the tanaticall ſchiſmatique would allow 67m none , ke 
would make God at beſt but his Inmate, and he ſhould 
lodge in charity with him, like the poore-Levite m Mirahs 
hoaſe,or like the man of God in the Shunamites little chan - 
ber. An houſe God will have of «s,to whom we are be- 
holden for #wrs ; not a chamber, or a parlour, a part of a 
houle, but a whole houſe, and that not common to others, 
but proper to h/mſelf, which we may call his owne, and 
lay, Domns mea. ; 

Well, God cannot complaine for want of an houſe, 
but he may thanke the devotion of former times Hor it: 
for weare more forward to pull downe, then to ſet up, 
and thinke much of doing that we do,'to keepe theme up, 
much more of beautifying,and adorning them. We have 
ſtripped Faith naked to be ſcorned,and laughed at by 
the adverſary, good works are our of faſhion , and that 
Religion likes"us beſt, that coſts us leaſt. The primntive 
Chr;ſtians thought it the beſt; ſervice they could doto 
God, wo do ſomething to his Houſe : that no figne of re- 
1g10n,to adorne their own houſes with marble;and Ivory, 
and cedar, and tapeſtry, and pictures,and ſee Gods houſe 
neglefted, and not provided for.See new, ſaith David to 
Nathan, 1 well in an houſe of cedar , but the drke of God 3 
awelleth within cnrtains. He thought it 2 diſhonour to 
God, that even the Kings palace thould be more glori- 
ous than Gods hoyſe. This made Antiquity to chriften 
their Charches by the name of Baſilicee, not onely, be.

Littlc love there 1s to God, wiicre his houſe is not uled 
like a houſe, no beauty, nor ornament in it,uay, 445 74.m%5 
x«q«r, ro ule the words of-S.unt Chryſoftome (d), infarre 
worle condition then a houſe : when the Church is kept 
more like a hygge-ſtrethen a houſe , and is exceeded in 
beauty by an Hoſpiralh or an Almes-houſe,aud men come 
with as lutle devotion to 1t, as to a priſo;yor a peſt-houſe; 
the Chancell ſtaring from the Church, as if they were tal- 
[cn out with.one another; the windows glazed with lome, 
and morter it ſtead of painted glaſſe ; rhe wals hung with 
cobwebs in ſtcad of tapeſ{ry, and the roofe over-laid with 
duſt in ſtead of geld. And this wretched beape of tones is 
Domus Dei, fit enough tor a houſe to worſhip God in. 

A houſe merits not the name of a hoyſe, if y be nor 
beautified,and adorned: but that which beautifices a houſe 
moſt, is #zity. For this cauſe the Templeis ſtiled not Cu- 
ria, but Domns;not a Conrt, where emulation is bred, and 

fa{tton nouriſhed, but a Houſe, where there is all ovgand 
peace. Ynity is hardly preſerved ina State, but may eaſi- 
ly ina Hoyſe - Diviſion in ths more dangerous, but in 
this more opprobrious, when men are not of oe minde 
7n an Hosſe,but the father againſt the ſonne, and the ſonne 

2g11nſt 
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againſt the father. The Church ſhould be Domwer7or or- 
der,and unity kept in it: but not Dom diviſe, 4 houſe di- 
vided againſt it ſelfe; winere the Paſtep is againſt the pes: 
ple,and the people againſt the Paſtgr ,and both againſt their 
Prelatc. 

The devill was the. firſt ſchiſmarique, whole labour ir 
is, ever ſince he made a diafron in heaven, to ſow his 
ſeeds of diviſion on cath ; and though he cannot be able 
(0 a1quict heaven any more,yct earth cannorbe ry ws 


for him. He put Corab.Dathan,and Abiram upon aſc {mae Nom.16 


1nche time of Moſes; he bred the ſeparation of the Euſta- 

{ians, that cauſed rhe Councell at Gangrazand a little af. 
rer kindled the ſch;ſmaticall tire of the Donatiſts, which 
did great harme to the Churchin the time of Saint Au- 
guſtime , untill a Councell was aflembled at Africe to 
qQUCNC hit. 

Theſe very ſchiſmes are revived in our times:fer com- 
pare the ſchiſmatiques that diſquiet the Chureb at this 
day with them, and ye ſhall finde them both alike, fave 
that owrs have patched themſclves a coat together with 
ſome ſhreds ot all the old hereſies. God purge his Church, 
and make it a Houſe at unity 19 it ſelfe : to which I adde 
with Saint Cyprian in his Book De State Eccleſie, Opto 
equidem, ut ſ4 fieri poteſt, nems de fratribus pereat , & con. 

Gations popult cor pus unum grem:o ſuo gaudens mater in- 
cludat. Which as it v:ill be great joy to the Church, fo 
nolcflc honour to God, wheſe Houſe it 1s.
